LeRoy S. Chadwick, of Cleveland, a 
man of good family and excellent stand¬ 
ing in Ms profession. 

In the latter part of 1902, or early in 
1905, Mrs. Chadwick In the presence of 
her husband, gave to Iri Reynolds, the 
cashier of the ^Vade Park Bank of 
Cleveland, a box containing notes signed 
with the name of Andrew* Carnegie. 
These forged notes are alleged to have 
«*.*. win ted to IT, 500,000. Reynolds gave 
to Mrs. Chadwick a receipt for the pa¬ 
pers, which described th? notes and the 
signatures upon them. Mrs. Chadwick 
left with Reynolds as an explanation of 
the existence of the notes the statement 
that she was a natural daughter of 
Carnegie. 

With the receipt of Reynolds in her 
possession Mrs. Chadwick went to dif¬ 
ferent banks and many many capital¬ 
ists making loans and paying, not only 
high interest to the banks, but heavy 
bonuses to the bank officials who loaned 
her the money. 

• • • 

Ran Into Millions. 


The extent of these transactions will 
never bo fully known, but they ran up 
into the millions. They involved men 
of high standing in the financial world, 
and caused heavy losses to many banks. 

In November. 1904. she was sued by 


a man named Newton, of Brookline*, bra tion. 


Mass., from when she had borrowed a 
large amount which she was unable to 
pay. Other creditors came dowm upon 
her and within a short time she was 
placed under arerst by the Federal au¬ 
thorities on the charge of conspiring 
with Charles Backwitb, the president, 
and A. B. Spear cashier of a national 
bank at Oberlin. O., which had been 
substantially located. Mrs. Chadwick 
had obtained from this institution such 
large sums of money that It was com¬ 
pelled to close Its doors, causing hravy 
losses to the depositors and ruining 
many of them.

Sent Up For Ten Years. 


Mrs. Chadwick. Beckwith and Spear 
were indicted for a variety of offenses 
against national banking laws. Beck¬ 
with died before coming to trial. Spear 
plead guilty, was sentenced to seven 
years in the penitentiary and is now 
serving time at Columbus. O. Mr 3 . 
Chadwick was brought to trial on 
March 6.

BEATS DEUTSCHLAND RECORD 


Newport, R. I.. Oct. 10.—With all 
transatlantic records well within her 
grasp, the great turblner, Lusitania, 
sw r ung around the Nantucket lightship 
at 6:25 this morning, and began her 
race along the home stretch, 193 miles 
to the finish of her second westward 
passage at Sandy Hook lightship. 

Captain Jacobson, in command of the 
lightship, notified the naval station 
here to-night of the passing of the 
Lusitania. 

Tho steamer reported all well on 
board and that she expects to arrive at 
her bar at 1:16 to-morrow morning. 


New York. Oct. 10.—The Lusitania is 
expected to end her record-breaking 
trip by arriving off Sandy Kook light¬ 
ship, the finish line of the course at 
about l o'clock to-morrow morning. If 
her present rate of speed Is sustained 
she should reach the finish line at about 
1:26 a. in., making the time for the 
trip from Daunt’s Ro^k. outside Queens¬ 
town, to Sandy Hook, four days, twen¬ 
ty hours, practically five hours under 
her time on her initial trip which ended 
here September 13. 

The Lusitania will not attempt to 
come Into the bay until after daylight 
and will reach Quarantine about 7 
o’clock, docking a few hours later. 

With the Lusitania's trip, the Sunard 
line and England capture from Ger¬ 
many the eagerly sought record for 
possessing the fleetest ship on the At¬ 
lantic. The Hamburg-Ameriean liner 
Deutschland, has held the record for 
number of years. 

Steamship men also claim tha the 
achievement of the Lusitania prove! 
the superiority of turbine engines over 
the reciprocating type. Reports from 
the ship state that the trip has been a 
pleasant one and the ship has little vl- 


The Lusitania on this trip, captures 
practically all transatlantic records, 
Her beat day’s run, 619 knots. Is nine 
knots better than the former record 
held by the Deutschland. Her average 
speed exceeds the former record of 
33.58. held by the Kaiser Wilhelm II.. 
Of the North German Lloydp line.

This section is only an inhibition upon 
the General Assembly that they shall not 
provide for less than three terms a year 
In any county; but It does not prevent It 
from providing for more than three 
terms. This act authorizing a special 
term In effect provides for another term 
of court in the county w*hen it Is called 
and does not conflict with Section 135. 
w’hich provides: “No court save those 
provided for In this Constitution shall be 
established." It Is a term of the Circuit 
Court which is provided for In Section 
125 of the Constitution. Section 136 of 
th© Constitution says: "That the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly shall provide by law for 
holding Circuit Court whenever for any 
cause the Judge shall fall to attend, or 
If In attendance cannot properly pre¬ 
side." 

• • • 

Commapd To General Assembly. 

This section Is a command to the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly to make provisions for a 
special Judge In the ca€*»s named; for In¬ 
stance If the regular Judge Is sick, or If 
present and by reason of employment In 
the case previous to his election or Is 
related to a party to an action, this pro¬ 
vision comands the Legislature to make 
provisions for special Judges. In such 
event the parties have a rlgnt to a speedy 
trial. This section does not have the ef¬ 
fect to limit the right of the General As¬ 
sembly to provide for special Judges In 
other emergencies. It has the power to 
enact any luw that Is not prohibited bv 
the Constitution of the State.

Appellant Mistaken. 


It Is fnKher claimed that this amend¬ 
ment is violative of section 51 of the Con- 
©tltiiUon. In that the enacting part/nro- 
vtdea that section 964 of the Statutes shall 
bo amended by adding a specific clgwse 
indicated as 964A; that to this amendment 
there is added an additional sub-section 
two. which Is not embraced either In the 
title or the enacting provision. It is con¬ 
ceded by couneel that It does no: vio¬ 
late *the Constitution to amend a section 
of the Statutes by simply referring to fe 
In the "title of th© act. but they claim 
tha t this sub-sect km U not referred to In 
th© title, and that U makes the law 
amended void: that die two sectlo a are 
Interdependent, and It cannot be pre¬ 
sumed that the Legislature would have 
passed the amendment without clause 
two. We are of the opinion that appel¬ 
lant’s counsel la mistaken In this. The 
amendment, including the sub-section, ap¬ 
plies in this. The whole amendment, In¬ 
cluding the suh-sectfon. applies to the 
same subject, special terms of Circuit 
Court ami special Judges when th© docker 
In any court Is so congested that the 
cases cannot be tried at the regular term 
of the court. But. conceding their criti¬ 
cism, w’Uh reference to sub-section two. 
to be correct, and that section to be void 
for the reason calmed, the first section 
of the amendment Is not 


qualified for the office and la full pos¬ 
session of It. See t'.»e case pf Orrne vs. 
Commonwealth, 21 Ky. Rep.. 1412. In tha 
case of Paducah Lind Company vs. 
Cockren’s assignees, 18 Ky. Rep. 465. it 
was decided tha-t a special Judge of a 
Circuit Court could regularly sit and try 
caws nc>lwit branding a regular term of 
the court was betrn* held and presided 
over by a regular Judg. According to 
this the amendment of 1906 was unneces¬ 
sary. For thee- reasons the Judgment of 
the lower court Is affirmed. 

The Chief Justice does no: concur in 
so much of this opinion as holds that the 
Legislature may. In Its discretion, provide 
an appointive Judiciary in lieu in pirt of 
an oleotlve Judiciary, except far the ex¬ 
press occasions stated in the .Constitu¬ 
tion.

FOR NATIONAL INCORPORATION 
OF RAILROADS.* 


Bryan Says Roosevelt’s Proposition 
Is Long Step Toward Cen¬ 
tralization. 


Cincinnati, O., Oct. 10.—Opposition to 
President Roosevelt's suggestion of na¬ 
tional incorporation of railroads was 
declared In an Interview here to-day by 
William J. Bryan. Mr. Bryan said: 

'The national incorporation of rail¬ 
roads os proposed by President Roose¬ 
velt Is the most far-reaching step for 
centralization proposed in this coun¬ 
try since Hamilton submitted his plan 
of government. Hamilton provided for 
a President and Senators to be elected 
for life and for the appointment of 
Stale Governors by th© National Gov¬ 
ernment to serve f >r life. The Presi¬ 
dent’s plan contemplates national in¬ 
corporation of railroads and other cor¬ 
porations doing an interstate business. 
The result would be to extend greatly 
the power of the general Government 
and proportionately reduce the authori¬ 
ty of the States.

The Democratic General Assembly of 
passed tho McChord Railroad Rate 
BUI. a measure of vast Interest to our 
people, but Gov.

WHICH TO SELECT ONE 


MANY HOMES OFFERED FOR 
KENTUCKY STATE FAIR. 


BIDS CONFORM TO COMMITTEE'S 
IDEA OF VALUES. 


Fourteen altos from which the State 
Board of Agriculture will select the 
permanent hemne of the Kentucky State 
Fair, were submitted at noon yesterday. 
The tracts of land that have been pro¬ 
posed as a site are situated variously 
in th^ West End. the East End and In 
the ilouthem portion of the city. From 
these sites the Site Committee will se¬ 
lect one or more and submit them to a 
meeting of the board with recommenda¬ 
tions, though, according to Secretary R. 
E. Hughes, the members of the board 
at their meeting will take up every pro¬ 
posal. Next week the Site Committee 
will hold several meetings at which It 
will carefully go over the proposals. 
About October 23 or 24 a meeting of the 
State Board of Agriculture will be 
called and the permanent site will then 
be selected. f ' 

The meeting of the Site Committee 
was held at State Fair headquarters In 
the Commercial building. Hubert Vree¬ 
land, chairman, was unable to attend, 
being unavoidably detained In Frank¬ 
fort. but he called the meeting and pro¬ 
posals were opened by Lawrence 
Jones and Guthrie Wilson. Mr. 
Hughes said yesterday afternoon that 
the committee had made a thorough Irt- 
veKtlgation os to the value of property 
In or surrounding Louisville, and that 
the bids fconformed to their idea of the 
value. 

Five of the proposals that were sub¬ 
mitted are for tracts of property in the 
East End. the Tyler property, near St. 
Matthews; the Chonowiih property at 
St. Matthews; the Hike tract, on the 
Bardstnwn road; the Blankenbaker 
tract, three miles from Jcfferaontown, 
and the Moral subdivision, near Anch¬ 
orage. In connection with these pro¬ 
posals Milton H. Smith, president of the 
Louisville and Nashville rallrood^ said 
that he would agree to run passenger 
train* from the First-street and Tenth- 
street stations for the accommdation 
of State Fair visitor* provided* the fair 
were located In the East End. He also 
agreed to make arrangements for the 
shipping of freight at low rates. 

Three of the proposals are for sites 
in the West End—the MucXkHwld 
tract, near Shawnee Park; the Vogt 
property, west of Eighteenth street 
and south of the Cane Run road, and 
the Bohannon tract, on the Illinois Cen¬ 
tral railroad on the Eighteenth-street 
road. 

The other six proposals are for site* 
In the southern section. The proposals 
are for the following pieces of property: 
Jacob addition, midway between the 
Eighteenth-street and Iroquois Park 
car lines, and on the Illinois Central 
railroad; the John R. Gheens property, 
south of Douglas Park, on the t/nds- 
vllle and Nashville railroad; 


Railway Company by the Public 
Service Commission. This has been 
supplied, of course, by Lemuel Ely

The general prediction is that in the 
end it will be used a* a blackmailing 
scheme to compel the co-respondent 
and erring husband or wife to pay well 
for thMr Indiscretion. Just how public 
morality is conserved by airing a mas*- 
of filthy scandal In the Police Courts Is 
not apparent to anyone. No doubt the 
law will be forced by public sentiment 
to become a dead letter. There Is every 
reason why it should be.

KAUFMAN AND LAZARUS. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Oct, 10 .—ISpeclal.]— 
Judgment of the Fayette Circuit Court 
sustaining a demurrer to the 1 in¬ 
dictments against Mose Kaufinaij, and 
Fred Lazarus, of ^Lexington, charging 
violations of tho Section law, was re¬ 
verted by the court and the cases re¬ 
manded to the loivor court with direc¬ 
tion to enter Into trial of both defend¬ 
ants on the merits of the cases. Judge 
Settle delivered the opinion of the court 
in the Kaufman case, which was close¬ 
ly followed in the Lazurus case. 

The charge against Kaufman is “un¬ 
lawfully and wilfully performing the 
duties of an election officer in 
such way ;u* to hinder the objects 
of the election law in the Bta-te 
primary' of the Democratic party In 
November, 1906.*' It is claimed that he 
stamped ballots in the open for persons 
not physically unable to mark their 
own ballots In the election booth. The 
sole question presented Vp the court 
here was. whether or not the Indict¬ 
ment sufficiently charges a public of¬ 
fense. The court says that the offense 
charged is one denounced by the elec¬ 
tion law, Section 1577 of the Kentucky 
Statutes, and that the Indictment Is 
sufficient. It holds that if election of¬ 
ficers stamp ballots openly for those not 
disqualified from doing so through phy¬ 
sical Infirmities, their acts amount to 
a violation of the election law as 
charged in the Indictment, The court 
says, however, that it must be proven 
that the election officer not only unlaw¬ 
fully and wilfully committed the acts, 
but that they f were committed with in¬ 
tent to hinder the objects of the elec¬ 
tion. and that they did so hinder them.

Whenever a now addition to the City 
of Washington has been placed on the 
market the written pledge has been made 
thst negro residents shall not be permit¬ 
ted to make purchases. In each of the 
transfers it Is covenanted that the pur- 
cbaser shall not sell or rent to a negro. 
But those who have mad© purchase have 
not hetdtaUd to aell when the price sat¬ 
isfied them. 

It has been taken for granted that a 
sab* having once been made to a negro 
and the title transferred to him, any ef¬ 
fort to dlspoas^ss him because of agree¬ 
ments not to s:*!! would be futile. It has 
always lw**n contended that the Four¬ 
teenth Constitutional Amendment would 
render abortive any attempt to prevent a 
transfer of prot>erty to a negro where the 
two parties at interest were willing to 
make the deal.

He spoke of how many of the working 
men of the cities were cooped up in a 
little tenement house on the Sabbath 
whereas others with means could go 
abroad or wherever they pleased and 
enjoy themselves to their heart s con¬ 
tent. Much of his short talk was on 
points that he had heretofore covered^ 

Mr. Tyler was frequently cheered 
during his remarks, which were more 
In a conversational tone than in that 
of an orator and when he ended cries 
of "go on" rang out. but Mr. Tyler told 
his listener* that they would probably 
hear him again, but if they did not they 
should be sure to vote their sentiments 
on the day of the election. He said 
that he only intended to make a few ro 
marks and let them know who he was 
and how he looked. 

The meeting was called to order at 8 
o'clock by Arthur Regan, a well-known 
labor leader in the Eleventh ward. 
Capt. Frank Hagan, chairman of the 
Democratic Speakers’ Committee, had 
gone down to the meeting merely as a 
looker-on. but as ?oon as he was espied 
In the crowd Chairman Regan called 
on him to speak.

SMOKING CAUSES CANCER UN¬ 
DER TONGUE. 


Frank Bissicks, Prominent Lexing¬ 
ton Citizen Is At the Point 
of Death. 


Lexington. Ky., Oct 10.—[Special.)— 
Frank Blssick, an old and well-known 
citizen of Lexington, Is lying at the 
point of death at his home on South 
Broadway. Mr. Blssick has been a 
great sufferer for several years from a 
cancer under his tongue which has 
steadily sapped his strength until now 
it Is feared that his death is a ques¬ 
tion of only a few hours. 

Mr. Bissick’s affliction Is very similar 
to that of Gen. U. S. Grant, who died 
from a cancer In the mouth, and in 
each case the cancer was caused by ex¬ 
cessive smoking, Mr. Blssick for many 
years being rarely seen without a c’gar 
between his lips. 

Mr. Blssick is about seventy years 
old and is an Englishman by birth. 
He made a fortune In cotton in Nash¬ 
ville and came here soon after the war, : 
whe-re he married Mias Hunter, a I 
daughter of John Hunter, a prominent 1 
merchant of this city, one of whose 
daughters was the first wife of Gen. 
John H. Morgan. Mr. Hunter’s wife 
was a member of the large and influ¬ 
ential Bruce family. 

Mr. Blssick soon became interested 
in the turf and owned a number of 
good race horses. He later met with 
financial reverses and was fcfr sev¬ 
eral years secretary of the Kentucky 
Racing Commission. His wife is still 
living and he has one son Frank Bls¬ 
sick. Jr., of this city, and three daugh- 
/ters, Mrs. Joseph Strader and Misses 
Katherine and Jennie Blssick.

tariff by the Sixtieth Congress; that Is, 
that no general measure shall be con¬ 
sidered. Whether this excludes all 
phases of the tariff or not may give 
rise to a difference of opinion. At any 
rate, there will be an effort to con¬ 
sider certain measures which Involve 
the tariff without insisting on a gener¬ 
al revision. 

One matter which certain elements 
are not willing to cons'der is th* tariff 
on wood pulp, which so many publish¬ 
ers desire to see removed, because they 
believe it a great factor in the high 
prices for paper which are now charged * 


•with a good prospect of further ad¬ 
vances. This movement has given the 
standpatters some trouble, because It 
has been pressed by some of the high 
tariff organs, which are not deterred by 
the argument that they are hurt be¬ 
cause their own ox is gored. People 
Sfe pretty apt to resent the goring of 
their own ox, and the high tariff news¬ 
papers are nnj alone in this attitude. 
It Is even said that Speaker Cannon 
will not approve the removal of the 
duty on wood pulp, but will allow' it to 
he disposed of promptly in order to 
bring on as little general discussion as 
possible. Tjie subject is embarrassing, 
blit it is doubtful that any one is au¬ 
thorized to *speak for Mr. Cannon so 
long In advance. It Is. however, to be 
oippcte l that he will construct the Com¬ 
mittee on Ways and Means, to which 
all such questions must go, In such a 
way a a to give os little trouble as pos- 
trible to the standpat element. 

Prominent among the question* 
which. It is expected, will come before 
Congress, Ib the German tariff arrange¬ 
ment } to which the protective element 
is greatly opposed. In this arrange¬ 
ment there is a stipulation for Substi¬ 
tuting the export valtje of certain Ger¬ 
man goods for the home market value. 
This is v«*ry important in fixing the 
amount of duty on Imports, which are 
regulated according to value. The 
amount of duties to be collected will 
often depend upon the valuation put 
on the goods imported. It is held that 
the new ruling is calculated to lower 
the duties on imports from Germany. 
The high protectionists Insist that the 
executive branch of the Government 
has usurped power belonging to Con¬ 
gress by changing the basis on which 
values are estimated; that it has virtu¬ 
ally reduced the rates by construction, 
vnd it is thought that Congress will b* 
asked to express its disapproval 
* f the action. The Administration 
*l.r>rce 8 are opposed to any such action. 
They hold that there are many articles 
made in Germany that have no home 
market value, and that consequently 
the export price must govern. 

Tile truth is, there is in this arrange¬ 
ment a departure from the practice of 
the Government for some years past. 
The executive officers have been in¬ 
clined to construe all questions In such 
a manner as to make Importing goods 
as difficult as possible. Every day 
questions of the construction of tariff 
laws have arisen, and they have mostly 
been decided against the Importer and 
Jn favor of the highest possible prices. 
Many of these questions have been 
carried into the Federal Courts and de¬ 
cided, but appeal* have been taken, 
and the old doc Line adhered to by the 


trusts and railroads and dishonest 
finance. Then the nervousness which 
had begun to Fjet In before he spoke 
take* n turn for *hc worse and con¬ 
tinues until another date for an ad¬ 
dress draws near, when the degree of 
nervousness is Intensified. And so the 
speeches of the President have been a 
steady series of signals for the con¬ 
tinued downslklf of securities and for 
recurring attacks of palpitation of the 
heart for their owners. 

The blame for this state of affairs 
rests partly upon those concerned in 
the world of finance and partly upon 
the President. The former long ago 
should have accepted as final Mr. 


Roosevelt’s announcement of hls gen¬ 
eral policy toward the corporations. He 
said that he Intended to reform abuses 
of the business world and Jt should not 
be necessary for him to repeat his 
words again and again. He said he 
was determined to punish the male¬ 
factors of wealth, and. whether he 
meant It or not. the business world 
should not rely upon him to face albout. 
It should take for granted that what 
he said he meant and, upon that prem¬ 
ise, should proceed to cheer up and look 
things in the face, confidently and pla¬ 
cidly. 

Mr. Roosevelt is to be blamed, not 
for reiterating what he iruide perfectly 
clear a long while ago. but for wob¬ 
bling and fumbling as to certain de¬ 
tails of hls policy. While he adheres 
to the main direction of his declared 
programme, he confuses the public 
mind by the confused ideas as to meth¬ 
ods which he himself betrays. Nearly 
every speech he delivers evinces lack 
of definiteness In this particular. For 
Instance, in hls speech in St. Louis 
lasLweek, the President sold: 

1‘The nation ha* no direct power over 
purely intrastate commerce, even where 
It 1* conducted by the same agencies 
which conduct interstate crmwnerce. The 
court* must determine what is national, 
and what I* State commerce/’ 

This is quite different from the view 
he expressed In hls Indianapolis speech 
that— 

“in so far a* the common carrier* also 
transport the malls, it l* In my opinion 
probable tlrnt whether their business i* or 
is not Interstate it is to the same extent 
subject to Federal control under that 
obtuse of the Constitution granting to the 
National Government power to establish 
post roods, and therefore by necessary 
implication power to take all other action 
necessary in order to Keep them at the 
hlghes: pplnt of efficiency.” 

And Just a* the business* world should 
get the fact definitely in Its mind that 
the President’s general policy is fixed 
and, phllosnpicnlly, get out of the 
dumps, so should the President cease 
his juggling with the details. At least, 
he should take hls theories In hand and 
find out Just which ones he actually 
stands for. 

With reference^ to the* President’s 
speeches and their effect on the busi¬ 
ness w'orld. Senator Foraker recently 
said; 

• Never before since the beginning of 
our Government has the mere announce¬ 
ment that the President was Intending to 
make a speech been seized upon by hls 
critic* and enemies as a cause for excit¬ 
ing the apprehensions of the business 
community, it is utterly ridiculous that 
they should do so now. for no matter 
what the President may say our Govern¬ 
ment remains; and even If he should pro¬ 
pose what might prove harmful it could 
not be executed without the co-operation 
of the other departments of thht Gov¬ 
ernment. 

‘Tt must be remembered that It Is hls 


ne*s yet to come richer than any that 
have yet been gathered.” 

Senator Foraker is usually wrong; but 
here he is in the main right. It is mon¬ 
strous that the presidency should be 
regarded as a source of evil to the In¬ 
terests of tb^ American people; that 
it should be considered so repugnant 
to the ideals of the republic as to be 
a sent of omnipotence; that a whisper 
from its supreme Incumbent should 
cause a people to tremble. Mr. Roose¬ 
velt's proneness to meddle with divers 
and sundry things never touched by hls 
predecessors has caused a misapprehen¬ 
sion among some which should be cor¬ 
rected: that he Is omnipotent, if the 
Idea is really held by Mr. Roosevelt, is 
a delusion of which he should be cured. 
The people should remember that there 
exists a Constitution, and that under 
its terms the President is on executive 
—a servant of themselves. They are 
the source of hls power. And Congress 
alone is capable of making laws. 

Under the circumstances the financial 
world should put aside its nervousness 
ahd brace up; the President should as¬ 
certain what his own idoas are con¬ 
cerning certain policies he claims, and 
he and the public should get out of 
their heeds the fake that he is ail pow¬ 
erful. \

This can be obtained In part by the en¬ 
forcement of law and in part must be 
gained through public sentiment and the 
cultivation of higher standards of con¬ 
duct. It is an extrarodlnary perversion 
to suppose that the owner of 61 per cent, 
of the capital stock of a corporation ia 
free to wreak hls pleasure ln Its manage¬ 
ment. The officer or director occupies a 
position of trust not for the majority, but 
tnr the entire body of stockholders And 
while he may execute the policy which 
the majority desire, it must be a policy 
consistent with good faith and fair deal¬ 
ing with all. Nothing is more reprehens¬ 
ible than ibo abuse of power on the part 
of those who act In a representative ca¬ 
pacity. 

The test of character may be found In 
the faithful discharge of trust where it 
may be abused In secret and with seem¬ 
ing Impunity. JiNery man has hls sphere 
of fiduciary obligation. 1 speak of It not 
in the narrow sens« in which the term 
Is employed in courts of law, but In the 
broader sense recognised by every man 
of self-respect Tho lawyer owe* it to hls 
profession to maintain the dignity of in¬ 
dependence, and is false to the trust con¬ 
ferred upon him when h** t* admitted to 
practice as an officer of Ju*tlce. if he per¬ 
mits himself to become the tool of un- 
pi Incipled manipulators. The editor 
shamelessly Ignores hls obligation w'brn 
be hides or distorts the facts or uses hls 
column* to pervert the public judgment. 

Of highest importance Is the sent.ment 
of honor and the sense of fiduciary ob¬ 
ligation in connection with public service. 
The people will tolerate no cynicism here. 
Parties may dispute as they will over 
principles and policies, but there can bo 
no dispute with reference to tho demand 
that public privileges shall be granted 
only ln the public interest, and that pub¬ 
lic officers shall regard only the public 
interest in the administration of govem- 
ment.

by the city until the city controller

:nied to the applicant as proof that the 
toe lias been paid, ns provided under 
the law. Heretofore some of the sa¬ 
loon proprietors have been in ih n hab¬ 
it of showing the receipt for money 
paid, but have failed to produce a li¬ 
cense issued by the county authori¬ 
ties. All the city licenses must be Is¬ 
sued for the coming year on or be¬ 
fore January 1. During the last few 
days patrolmen have been detailed to 
visit all the saloons and ascertain If 
the propri?tors hsva compiled entirely 
with the law. Many have paid all the 
license fe?*s due but have taken rece pts 
and have failed to receive the licence. 
This must be done at once or they will 
be liable to prosecution. 

To Work For City’s Welfare.

No Parole For Harry W. Smith. 

Gov, J. Frank Hanly, of Indiana, h^s 
refused to grant a parole to Harry AA”. 
Smith, who was sent to the reformatory 
In.April, 1902. having been convicted tn 
the Floyd Circuit Court at New Albany 
"f obtaining money under falsi* pre¬ 
tenses. While Smith was confined In 
the Floyd counjy Jail In that city, he 
was seized with smallpox and sent to 
the post house, two miles distant. 
While there for several weeks he had* 
every opportunity to escape, but failed 
to make any attempt of the kind, re¬ 
maining there until he was thoroughly 
curtd. when he came ln r o the city alone, 
went to the county Jail and surrendered 
himself to the Sheriff It was supposed 
that on account .»r his action in this 
matter he would be treated with par¬ 
ticular clemency. Upon trial he was 
given an Indetermlnute sentence of 
from one to seven years, and afterward* 
it was stated, violated his parole. 

Workmen Find Stolen Stamps.

Lexington. Ky.. Oct. 10.-(Special. 1-The 
Kentucky Racing Commission, at a. meet¬ 
ing held here to-day. sustained th© de¬ 
cision of Judge Hopper at Latorfa In re¬ 
fusing the entry of Whisk Broom on the 
ground that Fred Cook, a bookmaker, wa« 
Interested In her racing, although J. W. 
Strode claimed to have leased her run¬ 
ning qualities from Cook. 

The commission sustained Judge Hopper 
on tho ground that they did not believe 
the lea**' of Cbok to Strode was made in 
good faitb. The commission, howeivr, 
took occasion to express its opinion that 
it U» perfectly legitimate for bookmakers 
to make such leases of their horses and 
continue to book, provided the leases are 
bona fide^ 

At the meeting to-day all of the mem¬ 
ber* (^f the commission were present, acd 
th© only business b» for© the body was the 
appeal of J. W. Strode from the decision 
of Judge Hopper. No witnesses appeared, 
but a communication from Judge Hopper 
was presented In which )h* gave ihe 
ground* of his action as th© belief that 
St rode's !©«.*© wit h Cook wo* not bon* 
fide. 

In support of this opinion It was shown 
that th© lease was signed lust July, while 
the hot**©* named In rhe !©u*e—Whisk 
Broom and lattice—were raced at Lex¬ 
ington In September in th»> ownership of 
Cook, w'bo did not book at Lexington. But 
at Latonla. where Cook desired to book. 
Strode claimed the ownership of the 
horses* running qualities under the al¬ 
leged lease. These facts Mr. Hopper 
thought indicated th*t the lease was not 
made In good faith.' Th© commissi m 
agreed with Mr Hopper, and on die 
ground that in Its opinion the leaeo was 
not bona fide, sustained the decision. The 
commission, however, adopted a resolu¬ 
tion expressing th© opinion that bookmak¬ 
ers who In gobd faith leased th© running 
qua if tie© of their horses to other parties 
should be permitted to hook on the tracks 
In Kentucky as freely as if they had soM 
the horses, out right.

The stop 
about ten miles south of here was not be¬ 
cause of any mishap to the Presidents 
t>oul, as had been reported, but In order 
to enable the President to consult with 
the engineer corps on the McKenzie re¬ 
garding points in his Memphis speech. But 
K appears that there had been some con¬ 
fusion among the boats following the 
President’s boat almost from the start and 
there was evidence of rivalry between the 
Dick Fowler, the Flartweg and the Alton 
as to which should hold a favored posi¬ 
tion.

It Is not hard to figure out that none 
of fhe owners of l>lg stables were able 
to pay expenses with the winnings of 
their horse*. Generally a man that cam¬ 
paigns from four to a dozen horses has 
two or three winners, but the expense* 
of the losers are as great as th»* win¬ 
ners. The Indiana trainer. Dick Wilson, 
was the only prominent trainer or owner 
to have but one hors#' In his stable. 

He owns Alleen Wilson, and with her 
ha has won $4,328, and has had a.good 
season on the whole, for he Is quite u 
plunger when all the siJgm. are right. 
Hail not his mare hit her knee at De¬ 
troit. hU winnings would have footed up 
considerably more. But In the majority 


of Instances the winning horses had to 
pay for several bad stable companions 
and the latter dissipated the profits. 

In considering these figures It is also 
well to remember that the figures repre¬ 
sent the gross. To g*»t right down to hard 
facta, the entrance money should be huI*- 
tructed from the amounts noted above, 
and as most of the horses were entered In 
one race n week all along the line, and 
entrance money had to be paid whether 
the horso won or not. the net earnings 
are not nearly so large os the figures In¬ 
dicate. 

• * • 

Running Expenses Heavy. 

The running expenses of a stable are 
considerable, aside from entrance fees. 
Some of the horses were trained all winter 
a good many were placed In training In 
January, and the balance eaj-ly In the 
spring. Then, when the racing season 
commenced, the express charges also 
started, and on raco days extra rubbers 
wore put to work. It Is evident that rac¬ 
ing a stable of trotters and pacers Is not 
a poor man’s game. 

Then, In addition to all the expenses, 
the original cost of the horses should be 
taken into consideration. For Instance, 
8onomo Girl cost Miss Lottie Crabtree 
$26*600, and while the mare has won $23,- 
925. all but about $7,000 of this was won 
before Miss Crabtree purchased her. 
Highball, winner of $19.0615. cost Frank 
Jones. $17,500 before Die season com¬ 
menced. 

Among the pacers. Blncklock was sold 
at auction for $17,f>f>>. and won $1,500 But 
In spite of this showing, there will be 
more horses than ever out racing next 
year A good trotter or pacer will sell for 
more money than ever and there are not 
enough of them |to go around. 

So the trotter h:ts a wonderful hold on 
the hearts of the American people The 
public watches him race under conditions 
that would make for empty benches In 
any other sport and the magnetos expend 
thousands of dollars for the pleasure of 
winning.

Afro-Methodlst Episcopal Church of 
Kentucky is in session here at the 8t.

Bishop C. T. Schaefer, of Chicago, 
spoke of the good Influence of the 
home, church and school.

W. Reed Embry, editor of the Dan¬ 
ville Advocate, and former member of 
the Legislature. Mr. Embry welbomed 
the delegates to the city and sai l that 
the white ptople were interested In the 
welfare of the negro race, and did not 
l>ogrudge the Idea to pay taxes on their 
property for the education of the 
negro.
